CHICAGO, July 6.—Chicago’s second 
heat Wave this season has killed 12 
persons in the last 24 hours, accord- 
ing to the records of the coroner’s of- 
fice. Of these, says the Coroner, seven 
are directly and five suicides indirectly 
attributable to the heat. 

The following died: 

A baby named Tajneski, 2 years old, 
Mrs. Mary Sackett, 40; Delia Corn, 37: 
Kila Engle, 45; Fred Wilson, 45; E. H. 
Dove, 55; Mary Thelan, 65. 

These committed suicide: H. Molzal, 
38, asphyxiation; Gust Stine, 48 car- 
bolic acid; Joseph Hartman, 40, as- 
phyxiation; Ida Sabrey, 35, poison; Mrs, 
Jane Evrrat, hanging. 

At noon today street thermometers 
registered 90 degrees in the shade. Cool- 
er weather is promised tonight. 


Heat Kills Four in New York. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Four deaths and 
18 prostrations from the intense heat 
were reported in Brooklyn ahd Man- 
hattan, shortly after noon today, with 
still no prospects of a fall In the tem- 
perature. Hot weather maladies caused 
444 deaths among children in the last’ 
week, according to the Board of Health's 
statement, issued today. Fourteen 
deaths from sunstroke also were report- 
ed, as compared with but three last year 
in the same period.

clubs, ; 

“Government by the ‘big stick’ is not 
American and is not constitutional,” 
said Judge Sale, ‘‘and the police have no 
authority for repeated raids upon such 
clubs when those found there are ar- 
rested and afterwards released, as has 
been shown in the present case. The 
police should prefer charges against the 
heads of all such organizations which 
Violate the law.” 

“The officers have no right to set 
themselves up as a judicial body. Their 
powers are executive If the police 
“re permitted to guch repeated 
raids, without good cause, our Govern- 
ment would soon be a Russian autocra- 
cy, and we might expect to see the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange or the St. Louis Club 
raided daily.” 

The injunction suit was brought 
against Capt. Gaffney, Chief Creecy and 
the Board of Police Commisrioners. It 
was laier alamissed against all except 
Capt, Gaffney, who ordered the raids 
on the club.

THEFT OF Sa000, 
GUES 10 PRISON 


O’Connor, East Side Express 
Company Employe, Gets 
Indeterminate Term. 








Thomas A. J. O'Connor, defaulting 
inoney order clerk of the Pacific anu 
Southern Express companies in East St. 
Louls, pleaded guilty Monday to the 
charge of embezzling $5500, and was 
sentenced by Judge .saoyers to an inde- 
terminate term, from one year to 15 
years, in the Chester penitentiary. 

O’Connor, whose salary was $0 a 
month, was intrusted one year ago with 
$5500, which was received one evening 
after the office had closed, and which 
was to be sent.the next morning to a 
bank in a Southern Illinois town. He 
yielded to temptation, fled with the 
money, and was found last January in 
the City of Mexico, 

Chief of Detectives Gill of East St. 
Louis was sent to México after notice 
of O’Connor’s arrest was received. He 
found that the fugitive had invested the 
stolen money in an automobile busi- 
ness. 

O’Connor was willing to return with- 
out resistance, and to make what rep- 
aration was possible to his employers. 
He had about $4000 of tangible property, 
chiefly in automobiles, and after his re- 
turn he made out bills of sale for these 
to the express company. The company 
has been notified that the Mexican au- 
thorities are holding the cars subject 
to their order. The company will order 
them shipped at {fs expense. 

O'Connor was unmarried and had 
lived within his salary up to the time 
of his flight, though he chafed at the 
smaiuness of his earnings. He admitted 
that his case differed from that of the 
ordinary defaulter, in that he took the 
entire sum at once, for the definite pur- 
pose of fleeing, whereas the ordinary 
defaication begins with the taking of a 
small sum, meant to be replaced, and 
continued with the taking of larger 
sums, to be used in speculation, in the 
hope of retrieving the first loss.

Rain Storm Isolates Fairview, 
Breaking Wires and Tying 
Up Car Line. 


FAIRVIEW, LINCOLN, Neb., July 6. 
—With phone wires out of commission 
and Fairview cut off from Lincoln by a 
washout on the trolley line, William J. 
Bryan had ample opportunity to peruse 
the strictures upon himself delivered 
yesterday by J. M. Guffey, national 
ecommitteeman from Pennsylvania in re- 
sponse to Mr. Bryan's atteck upon him- 
self in a speech on July 4. 

“T have nothing to say,’’ was Mr. Bry- 
an’s response to an inquiry anent the 
Guffey statement. 

Theodore Bell of California, who wil! 
be temporary chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, arrived here 
to confer with Mr. Bryan this forenoon. 

Almost coincident with Mr. Bells’ ar- 
rival communication between Fairview 
and Lincoln, which had been interrupt- 
ed all morning, was restored. 

William Nelson, a milkman, is known 
to have been drowned, and the police 
have a report that a woman and her 
three children living in the Bottoms 
in the west portion of the city also were 
victims. ’ 

Not one of the five railways diverging 
from Lincoln was able to get a train 
either in or out of the city, and at noon 
it seemed impossible to get Temporary 
Chairman Bell of California out during 
the early afternoon, in time to reach 
Denver by noon tomorrow, when the 
National Convention is scheduled to be- 
gin business. 

The extent of water was so vast that 
an area of 25 square miles was « »vered 
from 2 to 15 feet deep. The Bur- 
lington station was 2 feet deep in 
water, While the Rock Island had its 
lines washed out both north and south 
of the city.

LABOR LEADERS MEET 10 
CONSIDER PLATFORM PLANK 


Gompers Outlines Demands to Be 
Made of Democratic Con- 


vention. 

DENVER, Colo., July 6.—A specially 
called meeting of the Executive Coun- 
cil of the American Federation of Labor 
took place this morntng at the Denver 
labor headquarters. The meeting was 
called by President Samuel Gompers, 
and among those present were John Mit- 
chell, James Duncan, James O'Connell, 
Max Morris, James Valentiue, John B. 
Lennon, vice-presidents, and Frank Mor- 
rison. 

“All that can be said at this time,’’ 
said Gompers before the meeting, ‘‘is 
that we are here to ask the representa- 
tives the Democratic party, as we 
asked the representatives of the Repub- 
lican party, for a declaration of prin- 
ciples which will hold out to the work- 
ing people of the country some pros- 
pect of securing legislation and Jaw en- 
forcement that will do them. justice. 

“We will no doubt ask that Con- 
gress be pledged to the passage of an 
anti-injunction law, or, at least, that a

OKLAHOMA WOMEN AGAINST 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE LAWS 


Wife of Governor Haskell Talks of 
Politics, Indians and 
Husband.

DENVER, July 6. 
Proud of ‘her husband, the Governor 
of Oklahoma, Mrs. Charles H. Haskell, 
surrounded by # other women from the 
infant State, gave the Post-Dispatch to- 
day her views on polit'cs, women and 


Oklahoma. Her matronly face lighted 
up when she was asked about her hus- 
band. 

“I'm very much interé*ted in all that 
he does,”’ she said, “no matter what it 
is. I would be just as interested if he 
were simply sawing wood. I should 
want to see that he sawed the wood 
straight. It is a woman’s duty to look 
after her home and her husband. You 
know we have six children. 

“I'm not a woman suffragist. I don’t 
believe in it. And we won't have it in 
Oklahoma. We have fixed that in the 
Constitution, which bars women from 
voting. A woman will have all she can 
do to attend to her family and her hus- 
band. The Denver women cannot con- 
vert us to woman suffrage, and it will 
be useless for them to try.” 

Six-foot-seven Tom Buffington emerged 
from the Oklahoma delegation. 

“There is one of the finest men in 
our State and he is an Indian,” said 
Mrs. Haskell. “He was chief of tHe 
Cherokee Nation and is now one of our 
leading merchants and bankers. Okla- 
homa made him a delegate-at-large to 
this convention. The Indians constitute 
the aristocracy of Oklahoma. Quite a 
few of the delegates from Oklahoma

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State Refuses to Yield Chance 
of Nominating Him for 
Vice-President. 
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MISSOURIANS FOR HIM 








St. Joseph Delegates Decide 
They Prefer Miner to 
D. R.° Francis.

Unless some of the other vice-presi- 
dential candidates .head off Alabama, 
John Mitchell, former president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, will 
be the first man started in the race for 
second place before the convention. Ala- 
bama, the name of which is first on the 
roll of states, intends to spring a sur- 
prise by placing him in nomination 
whether he wants it or not. 

W. H. Riddle, chairman of the Ala- 
bama delegation, will make the nomi- 
nating speech’ for Mitchell, and he in- 
tends it as a protest against the ‘‘cut- 
and-dried’”’ way of running conventions. 
“T’ve taken a poll of the Alabama dele- 
gation and it is for Mitchell,” said Mr. 
Riddle today. ‘“Uniess something 
changes our delegates, we shall cast our 
vote under the unit rule for Mitchell. 


Determined to Name Mitchell. 

‘‘Now, I suppose, the plan of the man- 
agers will be for Alabama, whose name 
is first on the roll, to step aside and let 
some other State name a candidate. But 
we're not going to do it. I’m going to 
get up myself and nominate John 
Mitchell. I guess the chairman will rec- 
ognize me. 

‘He'll be Representative Clayton of 
our State and he and I are good friends. 
I don’t see why we should give up our 
chance because of any convention plan. 
If we want to vote for Mitchell we'll 
have to nominate him, for nobody else 
will have a chance to before we are 
called.” 

The nomination of Mitchell by Ala- 
bama wil, it is recognized, give him a 
big start. There is strong sentiment for 
him in most of the states. Many dele- 
gates have expressed their belief that 
the chief thing for the Democratic party 
to do is to go after: the labor vote and 
Mitchell, they think, could get it. 

Many members of the Missouri dele- 
gation favor Mitchell, although others 
want Charlies A. Towne of New York. 

The Francis boom is still alive and 
there is some support for John W. Kern 
of Indiana. 

The Illinois delegation has declared its 
unanimous support for Mitchell if he 
corsents to having his name presented. 
There is also strong support for him in 
New York, whose own string of vice- 
presidential candidates includes Charles 
A. Towne, Francis Burton Harrison, 
Martin Littleton—the Thaw lawyer—and 
Lieutenant-Governor Chanler. 


Northwest Missouri for Mitchell, 
James W. Mytton of St. Joseph, one 
of the leading Missouri delegates, Is 
working hard for siltchell for the vice- 
presidency. 
“On the train coming to Denver I

The Council's willingness to pass the 
utilities bill with the House’s amend- 
ments is by no means certain. One of 
the strongest opponents of any plan to 
pay commissjoners or deprive the Mayor 
of an appointment is Councilman Crun- 
den. His opinion as to the bill in its 
present form has not been expressed. 
Those who know him well predict that 
he will fight its passage in the Council. 

Displeased at Affront to Mayor. 

‘If Crunden shows hostility to the bill 
it is more than likely that he will be 
joined by others, among them Coun- 
cilman Ewing, who is known to be dis- 
pleased with the affront given Mayor 
Wells by the amendment taking away 
‘his right to select a commissioner. 

“Enemies of the bill in the House could 
prevent the passage of the Dill by ab- 
sénting themselves and depriving it of 
19 votes, or by permitting that number 
of delegates to be present and then cast- 
ing oné ballot agatnst it. 

It is doubtful whether the House will 
adopt any such frank method of killing 
the bill, however. The hope of its foes 
lies in some maneuver that will put on 
the Council or the Mayor the responsi- 
bility of defeating it. This was the in- 
tent of the amendments adopted last 
Tuesday, according to Delegate F. W. 
Tirre, one of the bill’s staunchest friends 
in the House,

Injury, Can’t Recall Events

The rapid recovery of Dr. Herlof G. 
Lund, the most seriously injured of 
three men and two girls when the 
tire of a 40-horsepower automobile ex- 
ploded on the race course at Priester’s 
Park, near Belleville, has astonished 
the attending physician, Dr. Hudson 
Talbot, and nurses at the Deaconess 
Hospital, West Belle place and Sarah 
street, to which Dr. Lund was taken 
after the accident. 

Unconscious until 2 a m. Monday, 
with what was at first thought to be 
a fracture of the skull, Dr. Lund was 
a few hours later dressed and walking 
through the corridors of the hospital. 

Blank in Memory. 

“IT can remember none of the details 
of the accident,’’ Dr. Lund told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday. “I remem- 
ber leaving my office in the Century 
Building at noon yesterday, to go to 
East St. Louis. There I met Mr. Ash- 
lock and later in the afternoon we went 
to Priester’s Park. From the time we 
arrived at the park, my memory is a 
blank. I cannot remember getting into 
the automobile nor anything of the 
accident.”’ 

Two weeks of Dr. Lund’s life are al- 
most a complete blank to him, ag the 
result of the accident. From June 2 
to July 4, he can remember nothing. 

“When I recovered consciousness this 
morning,” he continued, “the first 
thought that flashed through my mind, 
before I knew where I was or what had 
happened, was the recollection. of a 
gold watch given me by my wife on 
June 20. 

Two Weeks Unrecalled. 

“TI remembered the incident vividly. 
Tnen all was a blank. I asked the nurse 
where I was and what day it was. She 
said it was Monday, July 6 For an 
hour, I attempted to recall events: 
Then I slowly began to remember July 
4—the noise, the fireworks, the number 
of patients I had treated. From that 
time, I gradually recovered my memory 
up to 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
From that time, I can remember noth- 
ing. 

‘Neither have I been able to recall 
any event during the lapse of time be- 
tween the gift of the watch and the 
Fourth of July. I have struggled in 
vain. That portion of my life ig all 
darkness to me.” 

Dr. Lund lives at 313 North Ninth 
street. When asked his address he 
thought for several minutes. Then he 
said vaguely that he believed it was 
1023 Irma avenue. He could not ac- 
count for his reply when informed of 
his correct address. 

Hundreds See Accident, 

Four other persons were injured in 
the accident, which occurred Sunday 
afternoon ‘in view of several hundred 
persons who had lingered at Priester’s 


Park after the completion of the matinee 
racing program. The two girls in the 
party were Miss Anna Priester, daugh- 
ter of Frank Priester, owner of the 
park; and Miss Meta Mertz of 2315 
South Eighteenth street, St. Louis. The 
@ her occupants of the car were Dr. Lund, 
P. E. Ashlock and Joseph Perkins, who 
was driving the machine. 

At the suggestion of Miss Priester, 
the party started to drive around the 
track before,leaving the park, when 
Elkins offereh to take them for a spin. 
They were yunning at high speed when 
a tire burst and the machine crashed 
into the fepPe at tne edge of the track. 
Dr. Lunds companions were not badly 
injured. /

Woman Believed to Have 
Been Treated by Physician 
Who Was Slain.

PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—Frederick 
Gies, a printer, whose supposed wife 
and baby died under mysterious. cir- 
cuinstances in June, was arrested at 
midnight under the suspicion of being 
the man who sent the bottle of poisoned 
ale to Dr. William H. Wilson. Though 
Gies lives at 422 McClellan street, he 
kept his wife at the house of his fellow 
employe, “4ward Haas, 4150 North 
Reese str<, for about three months. 

Mrs. Gies told Mrs. Haas that she had 
been treated vy Dr. Wilson for stomach 
troubles. The suspected husband at first 
recorded the mother’s death, too, under 
her maiden name of Elizabeth Wilson 
Alexander, but later changed it to Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wilson Alexander Gies. Mrs. 
Haas, her husband and a woman un- 
dertaker, all declare that the supposed 
Mrs. Gies died June 6. 

Her Parents Surprised. 

Her death, however, was said by an- 
other undertaker to have occurred June 
9 This man also is authority for the 
statement that the woman was buried 
June 23. Mrs. Gies’ parents also dér 
clare that she died June 19, but they 
Were surprised yesterday when they 
heard that she had a baby, which died 
the day before the mother’s death. 

When Superintendent of Police Tay- 
lor instituted a search for Dr. Wilson's 
slayer he learned that a woman and 
child had died under strange circum- 
stances in a North Reese street house, 
June 6. Detectives discovered that a 
woman undertaker was called June 5 


‘ to the Reese street house and was told 
. that a newly-born baby had died. 


The woman undertaker declared that 
she could not bury the baby unless it 
was given a name. This requirement 
was readily met. The baby girl was 
given the full maiden name of its 
mother. The mother died next day. 

Body Is Transferred. 

The mother’s body was then taken 
away in the middle of the night and 
was later transferred to another under- 
taking establishment, from which she 
was buried in Mount Moriah Cemetery. 
The woman undertaker, who first at- 
tended to the body, says that it was 
June 6 when she took the mother away 
from the Reese street house. The sec- 
ond undertaker in the case is certain 
that he did not get the body until June 
*) and declares that in his opinion the 
woman died on June 19. Neighbors are 
certain that the woman was taken away 
at least three weeks ago. 

Edward Haas apparently told the po- 
lice a straightforward story about how 
he had taken the woman and her sup- 
posed husband into his home becau3> 
he was acquainted with her husband 
and employed under him in a publish- 
ing house. Haas confirmed the story 
that the baby died about June 5 and the 
following day. The 
parents of the dead woman said they 
did not know .their daughter was mar- 
ried until, a month before her death, it 
suddenly was announced to them. 

The woman was graduated from the 
normal school, and wa@8"a teacher for 
a time before she became a proof- 
reader with the publishing company that 
employed her husband. She left the 


publishing house about four years ago 
and resumed her work as a teacher in 
a special school. Last March she left 
her parent’s home and went to the 
Reece street house to live.

NEW YORK, July 6.—Eleven thousand 
volts of electricity, more than five times 
the voltage ordinarily used on con- 
demned criminals at Sing Sing, failed 
to kill James Hayes, 23 years old, a 
Westinghouse employe in the New Ha- 
ven Railroad yards at Stamford. Conn. 
Though the young man received the 
tremendous shock at 8:35 a. m. Sunday, 
he was still alive in the hospital this 
morning. He had recovered from the

Conversation, Overheard in 
Hotel, Brings First News of

Through a conversation overheard by 
a friend in a hotel, Mrs. Ida B. Hop- 
Kins yearned that her husband, James 
B. Hopkins, familiarly known as ‘‘Jim- 
mie,’’ son of James Hopkins, million- 
aire president of the Diamond Match 
Co., died at Colorado Springs, Colo., 
nearly a week ago. 


Mrs. Hopkins’ friend overheard the 
conversation Saturday evening and im- 
mediately telephoned her. The friend 
said the man who was heard talking 
had just returned from Colorado 
Springs. 

Her Telegrams Unanswered. 

Young Hopkins went West five weeks 
ago. It was stated Monday at the home 
of Mrs. Hopkins’ mother, Mrs. E. E. 
Kelly, 5719 Easton avenue, that the wife 
heard a rumor last Wednesday that her 
husband was dead. She telegraphed 
the mortuary clerk of Colorado Springs 
and other persons there, but received 
no answer. 

The widow is prostrated over her hus- 
band’s death. She blames her husband's 
relatives for keeping information of 
his demise from her. 


Father Reduced Allowance, 
Hopkins and Miss Kelly were mar- 


ried Feb. 6, 1906, py a Justice of the 
Peace at Clayton. The match was op- 
posed by the young man’s parents, but 
after the marriage the father fitted up 
a home for the couple at 4109 McPher- 
son avenue. 

Until a year ago the elder Hopkins 
made an allowance of $6500 monthly to 
his son, though: the family refused to 
recognize his wife. Then, displeased at 
what he considered the couple’s im- 
providence, he greatly reduced this in- 
come. 

Later Mr. Hopkins cut cornmunication 
with his son and put the couple’s finan- 
cial affairs in the hands of a detective 
agency. 

Hopkins contracted iung trouble and 
went away for his health last October, 
in company of a private detective, the 
father supplying the funds. They lived 
on his father’s ranch near San Antonio, 
Tex., until Jan. 15, whem the life palled 
on him and he came back to 8t. Louis 
to the chagrin of his family. His health, 
however, was greatly improved. His 
wife strongly resented his absence, de- 
claring it was a ruse to get him away 
from her. 

He had not been back long until he 
became ¢ritically ill and she nursed him 
faithfully until he was able to leave his 
bed azain. 

_ Five weeks ago Hopkins, according to 
his wife, left the home of her mother on 
Easton avenue, where they were living, 
to go to a barber shop. 

Adopts Friend’s Suggestion. 

On the way to the shop he met an 
old friend, Percy Travis of 619 North 
Euclid avenue, who remarked that Hop- 
kins was looking ill and suggested that 
he again take a trip for his health. Hop- 
kins adopted the suggestion and with- 
out returning to say goodby to his wife, 
he, Mr. Travis and a private detective 
went to Union Station. 

Hopkins and the detective boarded a 
train for Colorado Springs, and Mr. 
Travis went to the Kelly home and no- 
tified Mrs. Hopkins that her husband 
had gone to,seek health again. The 
widow says she received a letter from 
her husband June 18 and a letter since 


then from his nursé, and that this was 
the only news she had from him. She 
upposed he was improving constantly. 

rs.. Hopkins declares that her hus- 
band realized he had not long to live. 
A few days before he went away, she 
says, he expressed a desire to be buried 
in St. Peter’s Cemetery in this city. 

“JT want to know where he is buried, 
but have no means of finding out,” she 
Geclared. ‘‘Just as soon as I can learn 
his burial place I am going there and 
have his body removed. All the millions 
in the world can’t keep me from doing 
‘this.”’ 

Mrs. Hopkins says she will insist on 
knowing why information of her hus 
band's death was kept from her. 

Society Was Startled. 

The marriage of Hopkins to Miss Kelly 
startled not onlv the young. man’s rela- 
tives, but society as well. The Hopkins 
home then was at 6185 Lindell boulevard 
and loss of Hopkins from the social set 
in which he moved was keenly felt. 
None of his relatives, it is said, took 
kindly to the bride. 

After the couple had tired of the Mc- 
Pherson avenue home the bridegroom’s 
father had fitted up for them Mr. Hop- 
kins, believing his son would do bet- 
ter in a smaller town, leased a nice 
home at Columbia, Mo., for him, but he 
lived there only a short time. He re- 
turned to St. Louis and Mrs. Hopkins 
followed two or three days tate

lived very happily together,’ she gaid.

Thieves Bore Through Floor, 
Then Pry Off Combina- 
tion of Safe. 





Breaking through a screen, descend- 
ing into a coal hole, and boring holes 
through the floor, burglars entered the 
jewelry store and pawnshop of Adolphe 
S. Levi, 617 Franklin avenue, opened a 
safe by prying off the combination with 
a ‘“‘come-along,”’ and took $15,000 worth 
of gold and diamonds and $900. The rob- 
bery was discovered at 6 a. m. Monday, 
when Mr. Levi opened the store, which 
he had closed at noon Saturday. 

The robbery, the second which Mr. 
Levi has suffered within 18 months, has 
made him attach new significance to the 
visit, last Friday evening, of a man 
who said he was a surety company in- 
spector, and who examined the safe. 

The safe which was opend is so sit- 
uated that men working at it, whether 
by daylight or artificial light, would 
have been visible from the street. Po- 
licemen are expected frequently to pass 
the front of the store and a private 
watchman patrols the neighborhood. 

Break Through Screen. 


A shed at the rear of the store 
connected with it by a covered hatiwav 
20 feet long. Into this hallway the bur.z- 
lars admitted themselves from an _ ad- 
joining passageway by breaking thruusn 
a rusty ventilation sereen. 

At the end of the hallway they were 
confronted with a double-bolted shcei- 
iron door, protected by an outer door 
of iron lattice work. This was tvo 
formidable for them and thé@y chose 
the easier way by dropping into 1 sma!l 
coal hole and entering the basement. 

In the basement they laboriously bored 
with a one-inch auger, holes close to 
each other and forming a small r > 
tangle, 10% by 11% inches, until ilev 
were able to knock out the flooring. 
They squeezed through the opening and 
were in the storeroom. 

In the front of the store are 
safes, one new and one of old pat- 
tern. Not touching the new safe, the 
men applied their tools to the old one, 
forcing the combination off and ham- 
mer.ng the door open. 

Showcases Are Not Touched, 

Inside were $900 and 30 trays of jew- 
elry, all of good quality. They took 
everything in the safe, and departed 


without touching anything in the show- 
cases, Which contained watches and arti- 


cles of filled-and plated jewelry. 

The loot, as reported by Mr. Levi to 
the police, included 200 diamond rings, 
50 solid gold and jewel-set scarf pins, 
150 solid gold rings, most of them of 
fancy design, 120 solid gold chains and 
lockets, 16 pairs of diamond earrings, 
52 diamond bracelets, 43 fancy gold 
bracelets, 250 solid gold charms, with 
diamond settings, 18 fancy gold brace- 
lets with diamond settings, and 60 pairs

In leaving the store the men unlocked 
the barred door which they had been 
unable to enter, passed into thé shed at 
the rear of the store, and through a 
skylight of the shed and dropped into 
the passageway from which they had 
first entered, known in the neighborhood 
as ‘‘Clabber Alley.” 

Safe Shown to Visiter. 

“I wish I could see again the man 
who called Friday evening,’ said Levi 
Monday. ‘‘He said he was an inspec- 
tor from the surety company and want- 
ed to inspect my safe, and I opened it 
for him, so that he saw the kind of 
combination, and all that was inside.

STONE’S LITTLE ERROR IN DATES. 

Mr. Hadley practically accused Senator Stone 
with having instigated an ouster suit against the 
Tobacco Trust in 1899, and then, after his client, 
Wetmore, had sold out his independent plant to 
the Trust, let the suit die a natural death through 
his, Stone’s, failure to supply the convicting evi- 
dence which he had agreed to supply: 

Stone made a specific denial, using this lan- 
guage: ‘Now, the fact is that the tobacco fac- 
tory referred to, which was the Liggett and 
Myers Company, of which Wetmore was the pres- 
ident, had been sold, including Wetmore’s inter- 
est, long before the suit in question was insti- 
tuted.”’

NAME THAT COMMISSION, 

Wherever public service commissions have been 
established, it has been noticed that two im- 
portant results have quickly appeared. There has 
been increased civility and accountability on the 
part of corporations, and the introduction of many 
small reforms has allayed popular excitement and 
rancor. 

These commissions are barometers as well as 
safety valves. They can hardly be so constituted 
as to fail to be of service. Few men who by any 
possibility can get an appointment of this kind 
are so constituted as to be without value in such 
a place, 

Public service commissions give the people an 
opportunity to make their complaints known, and 
they exercise a powerful influence upon corpora- 


tions which for many years have operated prac-| 


tically without restraint. There should be an 
ideal as to these commissions in all places, of 
course, but where the ideal cannot be realized 
there should be a commiss'on nevertheless. , 

Mayor Wells is to be commended without re- 
serve for his refusal to stand in the way of the 
appointment of a commission which, whether it 
pleases him in all respects or not, will be fairly 
representative of the Municipal Assembly. With 
possible objeciions on his part removed, there 
should be no delay in the legislative branch of 
the municipal government in agreeing upon a 
measure which is clearly in the interest of: prog- 
ress and justice. 

A disagreement between the two houses will 
convict them both of incapacity or insincerity. 





THE SAVING DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Observers at Union Station Friday and Satur- 
day noted that the incoming crowds from the 
country fully equaled the outgoing crowds; that 
is to say, a boisterous metropolitan Fourth of 
July attracted as many people as it repelled. 
Turning the case around, it is true that the coun- 
tryman goes away to escape the quiet of the 
country which so attracts the urbanite. 

Difference of opinion makes a horse-race and 
supplies a large element of interest to the whole 
scheme of things. That variety which is the spice 
of life would be gone without it. If every man 
thought precisely like his neighbors and all men 
agreed, most affairs would sag into a dull and 
senseless monotony.

AMPLE REST FOR CITY JOBHOLDERS, 

W hoever imagines that any employes of -the 
city departments are to be deprived of their con- 
stitutional right to an ample summer vacation is 
mistaken. No case of such cruel and unconstitu- 
tional deprivation has even been known in this 
city. 

The House of Delegates has just investigated 
the charge that some city employes were being 
discriminated against in the matter of vacations. 
Naturally enough this charge appealed to the 
House, and its investigation was as thorough as 
it was prompt. It finds that, while some depart- 
ments are too liberal with vacations and some 
vacations are too long, in no instance has the 
municipality erred on the other side. 

It is better to err on the right side, and the 
municipality may always be depended upon to 
do that when the issue is one between the job- 
holders and the taxpayers. 
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BATTLESHIPS AND AIRSHIPS. 

Is it good policy to build any more $10,000,000 
battleships? How long would:-one of the mon- 
sters* last if Count Zeppelin or Wilbur Wright 
should drop a dynamite bomb down the funnel? 

With $10,000,000 our government could carry 
on a series of experiments with aeroplanes and 
dirigible baloons which would soon lead to a final 
and practical solution of the problem, if it is not 
already solved. 

We are on the brink of a great development 
which will’ probably revolutionize international 
politics and made war next to impossible. It 
were foolishness to build magnificent fighting 
machines which are likely to become junk over- 
night.

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A WAGON TRIP HUNT 


By THEODORE ROOSEVELT 





UR wagon broke down, no unusual 
incident in ranch-land, where 
there is often no road, while the 

strain is great in hauling through quick- 
sands and up or across steep broken 
hills; it rarely makes much difference 
beyond the temporary delay, for plains- 
men and mountain men are very handy 
and self-helpful. 

Besides, a mere breakdown sinks into 
nothing compared to having the team 
play out; which is, of course, most apt 
to happen at the times when it in- 
sures hardship and suffering, as in the 
middle of a snowstorm, or when cross- 
ing a region with no water. However, 
the reinsmen of the plains must needs 
face many such accidents, not to speak 
of runaways, or having the wagon 
pitch-pole over on to the team in drop- 
ping down too steep a hillside. 

Once after a three days’ rainstorm 
some of us tried to get the ranch wagon 
along a trail which led over the ridge 
of a gumbo or clay butte. The sticky 
stuff clogged our shoes, the horses’ 
hoofs and the wheels; and it was even 
more slippery than it was sticky. Final- 
ly we struck a sloping shoulder; with 
great struggling, pulling, pushing and 
shouting we reached the middle of it, 
and then, as one of my men remarked, 
“the whole darnéd outfit slid into the 
coulie,"’ 


Old Man Tompkins. 


There hunting trips after deer or an- 
telope with the wagon usually take four 
or five days. I1 alvewys ride some tried 
hunting horse, ana the wagon itself 
when on such a hunt is apt tc lead a 
checkered career, as half the time there 
is not the vestige of a trail to follow. 

Moreover, we often maxe a hunt when 
the good. horses are on the round-up, 
or otherwise employed, and we have 
to get together a scrub team of cripples 
er else of outlaws—vicious devils, only 
used from dire need. .The best. team- 
ster for such a hunt that we ever hed 
on the ranch was a weather-beaten old 
fellow known as “Old Man Tompkins.’ 

In the gourse of a long career as 
lumbermah, plains teamster, buffalo 
hunter and Indian fighter, he had passed 
several years as a Rocky Mountain 
Stage driver; and a stage driver of the 
Rockies is of necessity a man of such 
skill and nerve that he fears no team 
and no country. No matter how wild 
the unbroken horses, Old Tompkins 
never asked help, and he hated to drive 
less than a four-in-hand,. When he once 
bad a grip on the reins, he let no one 
hold the. horses’ heads.'- 

All he wished was an open plain for 
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the rush at the beginning. The first 
plunge might take the wheeler’s fore- 
feet over the cross-bars of the leaders, 
but he never stopped for that; on went 
the team, running, bounding, rearing, 
tumbling, while the wagon leaped be- 
hind, uutil gradually things straight- 
ened out of their own accord. I soon 
found, however, that I could not allow 
him to carry a rifle, for he was an in- 
veterate game butcher. In the presence 
of game the old fellow became fairly 
wild with excitement and forgot the 
years and rheumatism which had crip- 
pled him. 

Once, after a long and tiresome day's 
hunt, we were walking home together; 
he was carrying his boots in his hands, 
bemoaning the fact that his feet hurt 
him. Suddenly a whitetail jumped up; 
down dropped old Tompkiys’ boots, and 
away he went like a college sprinter, 
entirely heedless of stones and cactus. 
By some indiscriminate firing at long 
range we dropped the deer; and as Old 
Tompkins cooled down he. realized that 
his bare feet had paid full penalty for 
his dash. 


A Miss Shot. 


One of these wagon trips I remember 
because I missed a fair running shot 
which I much desired to hit, and after- 
ward hit a very much more difficult 
shot about which I cared very little. 
Ferguson and I, with Sylvane and one 
or two others, had gone on a day's jour- 
ney down the river for a hunt. We went 
along the bottoms, crossing the stream 
every mile or s0, with an occasional 
struggle through mud or quicksand, or 
up the steep, rotten banks. An old buf- 
falo hunter drove the wagon, with a 
couple of shaggy, bandy-legged ponies; 
the rest of us jogged along in front on 
horseback, picking out a trail through 
the bottoms and choosing the best cross- 
ing places. ; 

Next day I t@k a long tramp and 
climb after mountain sheep and missed 
a running shot at a fine ram, about a 
hundred yards off; or rather, I hit him 
and followed his bloody trail a couple 
of miles, ‘but failed to find him: where- 
at I returned to camp much cast down. 

Parly the following morning Sylvane 
and I started for another hunt, this 
time on horseback. 

As evening grew on we rode river- 
wards; we slid down the steep bluff 
walls, and loped across a great bottom 
of sage brush and tall grass, our horses 
now ,and then leaping like cats over the 
trunks of dead cottonwoods. As we 
came to the brink of the cut bank 
which forms the hither boundary of the 





river in freshet time we suddenly saw 


two deer, a doe and a well grown 
fawn—of course long out of the spotted 
coat. 

They were walking with heads down 
along the edge of a sand-bar, near a 
pool, on the farther side of the stream 
bed, over two hundred yards distant. 
They saw,us at once ang turning, gal- 
loped away, with flags aloft, the pic- 
tures of springing, vigorous beauty, 


When Luck Turned. 


I jumped off my horse in an instant, 
knelt, and covered the fawn. It was 
going straight away from me, running 
very evenly, and I drew a coarse sight 
at the tip of the white flag. As I 
pulled trigger down went the deer, the 
ball having gone into the back of the 
head. The distance was a good three 
hundred yards; and while of course 
there was much more chance than skill 
in the shot, I felt well pleased with it— 
though I could not help a regrit th 
while making such a difficult shot at a 
mere whitetail I should have missed a 
much easier shot at a noble bighorn. 

Not only I, but all the camp, had a 
practical interest !n my success; for 
we had no fresh meat, and a fat white- 
tail fawn, killed in October, yields the 
best of venison. So after dressing the 
deer I slung the carcass behind my sad- 
die, and we rode swiftly back to camp 
through the dark, and that evening we 
feasted on the juicy roasted ribs. 

The degree of tameness and unsus- 
piciousness shown by whitetail deer 
depends, of course, upon the amount 
of molestation to which they are ex- 
posed. Their times for sleeping, feed- 
ing and coming to water vary fren 
the same cause. 

Where they are little persecuted they 
feed long after sunrise ard before sun- 
set, and drink when the sun is high 
in the heavens, scmetimes even at mid- 
day; then they show but little fear of 
man, and speedily become indifferent 
to the presence of deserted dwellings. 

In the cattle country the rench houses 
are often shut during the months of 
warm weather, when the roundups suc- 
ceed one another without intermission, 
as the calveg must be branded, the 
beeves gathered and shipped, long trips 
made to collect. strayed animals, and 
the trail stock driven from the breed- 
ing to the fattening grounds. At that 
time all the menfolk may have to be 
away in the white-topped wagons, work- 
ing among the korned herds, whether 
plodding along the trail or wandering 
to and fro on the range.

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VIRGINIA AND ICILIUS. 








A Romantic Story of Old Rome. Retold for the Post-Dispatch

FIFTEEN-YEAR-OLD scholgirl, 
in 449 B. C. brought liberty to 
Rome. The price she paid was her 
life. The girl was Virginia. Her 
fate forms one of the most romantic, 
dramatic love stories in all history.

Applus 
Claudius and hts favorites were allowed 
to misgovern the city to suit them- 
Beclves. 

Some miles outside the walls one of 
Rome's two armies was encamped. In 
this army was a brave plebelan named 
Lucius Virginius, who had risen to the 
ranks of Centurion (captain). He had 
one daughter, Virginia, whom he adored, 
and who, in her father’s absence, re- 
mained at the Centurion’s house at 
Rome, under care of her old nurse. 
Young as she was, Virginia had already 
fallen in love with her father's friend, 
the brilliant young orator, Icilius. The 
two were betrothed, although Virginia 
was still a schoolgirl. 

Appius Claudius had seen Virginia 
passing to and from school and resolved 
to make her his slave. He dared not 
seize ber openly. So he told Marcus 
Claudius, one of his hangers-on, to claim 
that she was one of Marcus’ own slaves, 
stolen from his house In early child- 
hood. The case was to be brought be- 
fore Appius, who would give judgment 
in favor of Marcus and tater receive 
the slave‘from him as a gift. Accord- 
ingly one morning, as Virginia was hur- 
rying to school, Marcus and his servants

arrested her. Icilius rushed to hip 
frightened sweetheart’s rescue. By his 
flery eloquence he stirred up the anger 
of the townsfolk against Appius. A 
mob threatened the tyrant, forcing him 
to modify his first plan of deciding 
fo. Marcus. He agreed, piausibly, to 
postpone the hearing of the case until 
the next day, .so that Virginius could 
be present to testify in his daughter's 
behalf. Then Appius sent secretly to 
the army, ordering its generals to pre- 
vont Virginius from leaving the camp. 
But a messenger from Icilius reached 
the father first, and Virginius hastened 
to Rome. Next morning he and Icilius 
brought Virginia before Appius. 

In vain the father and lower appealed 
for justice. Appius, without waiting to 
hear the evidence, decreed that the 
weeping girl was Marcus’ slave. The 
people clamored against this wicked de- 
cision and attacked the man who made 
it. Appius summoned his guard to beat 
back the crowd. Virginius saw he could 
hope for no redress either by force or 
by law. One thing alone could Save 
Virginia from a life of slavery. The 
father’s resolve was quickly taken. 

During the confusion Virginius drew 
his daughter to one side, clasped her to 
his breast and whispered words of ten- 
der farewell. He kissed her again and 
again and—stabbed her to the heart! 
Brandishing the reeking knife, he strode 
across to Appius Claudius, crying: 

“On your head be the curse of her 
blood!"’ 

Icilius, wild with grief, snatched his 
dead ve'’s body in his arms and held 
it aloft that all might see. The mob 
went mad with rage. They brushed 
aside the guards and charged upon the 
tyrant’s judgment seat. Appius fled to 
his own house for safety. Meantime, 
Virginius, still grippittg the red knife. 
hurried to the army and told what had 
occurred. Icilius mounted a fleet horse 
and galloped to where Rome's other 
army was encamped. Lashing the 
troops to fury by his passtonate ora- 
tory, he led them back to Rome. There 
they joined the army, which Virgintius 
had aroused. 

People and soldiery alike tock posses- 
sion of the city. The Decemvirate was 
overthrown and its members \imprisoned. 
The old popular government was re- 
sumed, with Ticilius and Virginius as 
Tribunes, Appius Claudius was thrown 
into jail. There (whether by execu- 
tion or suicide is not known) he met 
his death. Virginia was avenged. 

The pretty, harmless little girl who 
had been slain on the very threshold of 
life and love did not die in vain. From 
her blood sprang liberty and the peo- 
ple’s rights. Yet the pathos of the sac- 
riflee so far o--rehadows the benefits 
that it has kept alive the memory of 
Virginia, in song, story and drama, for 
nearly twenty-five hundred years.

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A WAGON TRIP HUNT 
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By THEODORE ROOSEVELT 





UR wagon broke down, no unusual 
incident in ranch-land, where 
there is often no road, while the 

strain is great in hauling through quick- 
sands and up or across steep broken 
hills; it rarely makes much difference 
beyond the temporary delay, for plains- 
men and mountain men are very handy 
and self-helpful. 

Besides, a mere breakdown sinks into 

nothing compared to having the team 
play out; which is, of course, most apt 
to happen at the times when it in- 
sures hardship and suffering, as in the 
middie of a snowstorm, or when cross- 
ing a region with no water. However, 
the reinsmen of the plains must needs 
face many such accidents, not to speak 
of runaways, or having the wagon 
pitch-pole over on to the team in drop- 
ping down too steep a hillside. 
- Once after a three days’ rainstorm 
some of us tried to get the ranch wagon 
along a trail which led over the ridge 
of a gumbo or clay butte. The sticky 
stuff clogged our shoes, the horses’ 
hoofs and the wheels; and it was even 
more slippery than it was sticky. Final- 
ly we struck a sloping shoulder; with 
great struggling, pulling, pushing and 
shouting we reached the middie of it, 
and then, as one of my men remarkeid, 
“the whole darnéd outfit slid into the 
coulie,’’ 


Old Man Tompkins. 


There hunting trips after deer or an- 
telope with the wagon usually take four 
or five days., I always ride some tried 
hunting horse, ana the wagon itsdif 
when on such a hunt is apt tc lead a 
checkered career, as half the time there 
is not the vestige of a trail to follow. 

Moreover, we often make a hunt when 
the good horses are on the round-up, 
or otherwise employed, and we have 
to get together a scrub team of cripples 
er else of outlaws—vicious devils, only 
used from dire need, .The best. team- 
ster for such a hunt that we ever hed 
on the ranch was a weather-beaten old 
fellow known as “Old Man Tompkins.” 

In the course of a long career as 
lumberman, plains teamster, buffalo 
hunter and Indian fighter, he had passed 
several vears as a Rocky Mountain 
Stage driver; and a stage driver of the 
Rockies is of necessity a man of such 
skill and nerve that he fears no team 
and no country. No matter how wild 
the unbroken horses, Old Tompkins 
never asked help, and he hated to drive 
less than a four-in-hand. When he once 
bad a grip on the reins, he let no one 
hold the horses’ heads,' 

All he wished was an open plain for 





the rush at the beginning. The first 
plunge might take the wheeler’s fore- 
feet over the cross-bars of the leaders, 
but he never stopped for that; on went 
the team, running, bounding, rearing, 
tumbling, while the wagon leaped be- 
hind, until gradually things straight- 
ened out of their own accord. I soon 
found, however, that I could not allow 
him to carry a rifle, for he was an in- 
veterate game butcher. In the presence 
of game the old fellow became fairly 
wild with excitement and forgot the 
years and rheumatism which had crip- 
pled him. 

Once, after a long and tiresome day’s 
hunt, we were walking home together; 
he was carrying his boots in his hands, 
bemoaning the fact that his feet hurt 
him. Suddenly a whitetail jumped up; 
down dropped old Tompkiys’ boots, and 
away he went Jjike a college sprinter, 
entirely heedless of stones and cactus. 
By some indiscriminate firing at long 
range we dropped the deer; and as Old 
Tompkins coolcd down he. realized that 
his bare feet had paid full penalty for 
his dash. 


A Miss Shot. 


One of these wagon trips I remember 
because I missed a fair running shot 
which I much 4Gesired to hit, and after- 
ward hit a very much more difficult 
shot about which I cared very little. 
Ferguson and I, with Sylvane and one 
or two others, had gone on a day’s jour- 
ney down the river for a hunt. We went 
along the bottoms, crossing the stream 
every mile or s0, with an occasional 
struggle through mud or quicksand, or 
up the steep, rotten banks. An old buf- 
falo hunter drove the wagon, with a 
couple of shaggy, bandy-legged ponies; 
the rest of us jogged along in front on 
horseback, picking out a trail through 
the bottoms and choosing the best cross- 
ing places. ; 

Next day I t@k a long tramp and 
climb after mountain sheep and missed 
a running shot at a fine ram, about a 
hundred yards off; or rather, I hit him 
and followed his bloody trail a couple 
of miles, ‘but failed to find him: where- 
at I returned to camp much cast down. 

Parly the following morning Sylvane 
and I started for another hunt, this 
time on horseback. 

As evening grew on we rode river- 
wards; we slid down the steep bluff 
walls, and loped across a great bottom 
of sage brush and tall grass, our horses 
now .and then leaping like cats over the 
trunks of dead cottonwoods. As we 
came to the brink of the cut bank 
which forms the hither boundary of the 
river in freshet time we suddenly saw 


two deer, a doe and a well grown 
fawn—of course long out of the spotted 
coat. 

They were walking with heads down 
along the edge of a sand-bar, near a 
pool, on the farther side of the stream 
bed, over two hundred yards distant. 
They saw, us at once ang turning, gal- 
loped away, with flags aloft, the pic- 
tures of springing, vigorous beauty. 


When Luck Turned. 


I jumped off my horse in an instant, 
knelt, and covered the fawn, It was 
going straight away from me, running 
very evenly, and I drew a eoarse sight 
at the tip of the white flag. As I 
pulled trigger down went the deer, the 
ball having gone into the back of the 
head. The distance was a good three 
hundred yards; and while of course 
there was much more chance than ski}! 
in the shot, I felt well pleased with it— 
though I could not help a regrit th 
while making such a difficult shot at a 
mere whitetail I should have missed a 
much easier shot at a noble bighorn. 

Not only I, but all the camp, had a 
practical interest In my success; for 
we had no fresh meat, and a fat white- 
tail fawn, killed in October, yields the 
best of venison. So after dressing the 
deer I slung the carcass behind my sad- 
die, and we rode swiftly back to camp 
through the dark, and that evening we 
feasted on the juicy roasted ribs. 

The degree of tameness and unsus- 
piciousness shown by whitetail deer 
depends, of course, upon the amount 
of molestation to which they are ex- 
posed. Their times for sleeping, feed- 
ing and coming to water vary fren 
the same cause, 

Where they are little persecuted they 
feed long after sunrise ard before sun- 
set, and drink when the sun is high 
in the heavens, scmetimes even at mid- 
day; then they show but little fear of 
man, and speedily become indifferent 
to the presence of deserted dwellings. 

In the cattle country thé rench houses 
are often shut during the months of 
warm weather, when the roundups suc- 
ceed one another without intermission, 
as the calveg must be branded, the 
beeves gathered and shipped, long trips 
made to collect strayed animals, and 
the trail stock driven from the breed- 
ing to the fattening grounds. At that 
time all the menfolk may have to be 
away in the white-topped wagons, work- 
ing among the horned herds, whether 
plodding along the trail or wandering 
to and fro on the range.

VIRGINIA AND ICILIUS.

FIFTEEN-YEAR-OLD schoélgir], 
in 449 B. C. brought liberty to 
Rome. The price she paid was her 
life. The girl waa Virginia. Her 
fate forms one of the most romantic, 
dramatic love stories in all history.

In 
this army was a brave plebelan named 
Lucius Virginius, who had risen to the 
ranks of Centurion (captain). He had 
one daughter, Virginia, whom he adored, 
and who, in her father’s absence, re- 
mained at the Centurion’s house at 
Rome, under care of her old nurse. 
Young as she was, Virginia had already 
fallen in love with her father’s friend, 
the brilliant young orator, Icilius. The 
two were betrothed, although Virginia 
was still a schoolgirl. 

Applus Claudius had seen Virginia 
passing to and from school and resolved 
to make her his slave. He dared not 
seize her openly. So he told Marcus 
Claudius, one of his hangers-on, to claim 
that she was one of Marcus’ own slaves, 
stolen from his house i!n early child- 
hood. The case was to be brought be- 
fore Appius, who would give judgment 
in favor of Marcus and later receive 
the slave from him as a gift. Accord- 
ingly one morning, as Virginia was hur- 
rying to school, Marcus and his servants

Then Appius sent secretly to 
the army, ordering its generals to pre- 
vont Virginius from leaving the camp. 
But a messenger from Icilius reached 
the father first, and Virginius hastened 
to Rome. Next morning he and Icilius 
brought Virginia before Appius. 

‘In vain the father and lower appealed 
for justice, Appius, without waiting to 
hear the evidence, decreed that the 
weeping girl was Marcus’ slave. The 
people clamored against this wicked de- 
cision and attacked the man who made 
it. Appius summoned his guard to beat 
back the crowd. Virginius saw he could 
hope for no redress either by force or 
by law. One thing alone could save 
Virginia from a life of slavery. The 
father’s resolve was quickly taken. 

During the confusion Virginius drew 
his daughter to one side, clasped her to 
his breast and whispered words of ten- 
der farewell. He kissed her again and 
again and—stabbed her to the heart! 
Brandishing the reeking knife, he strode 
across to Appius Claudius, crying: 

“On your head be the curse of her 
blood!"’ 

Icilius, wild with grief, snatched his 
dead lve’s body in his arms and held 
it aloft that all might see. The mob 
went mad with rage. They brushed 
aside the guards and charged upon the 
tyrant’s judgment seat. Appius fled to 
his own house for safety. Meantime, 
Virginius, still grippitfe the red knife, 
hurried to the army and told what had 
eccurred. Icilius mounted a fleet horse 
and galloped to where Rome's other 
army was encamped. Lashing the 
troops to fury by his passionate ora- 
tory, he led them back to Rome. There 
they joined the army, which Virginius 
had aroused. 

People and soldiery alike took posses- 
sion of the city. The Decemvirate was 
overthrown and its members \imprisoned. 
The old popular government was re- 
sumed, with Ticilius and Virginius as 
Tribunes, Appius Claudius was thrown 
into jail. There (whether by execu- 
tion or suicide is not known) he met 
his death. Virginia was avenged. 

The pretty, harmless little girl. who 
had been slain on the very threshold of 
life and love did not die in vain. From 
her blood sprang liberty and the peo- 
ple’s rights. Yet the pathos of the sac- 
rifice so far ov-rshadows the benefits 
that it has kept alive the memory of 
Virginia, in song, story and drama, for 
hearly twenty-five hundred years.

SENSATIONALLY 
LARGE ADVANCES 
MADE IN GRAINS|E 


Combination of Very Bullish 
News Stimulates Strong 
Demand. 





Traders in local grains were strongly 
influenced Monday by the universally 
bullish trend to the news, and prices, 
under a very general and compre- 
hensive demand, were bid up to largely 
higher levels. Final prices on wheat 
showed advances of 1%c to Ic for the 
day. 

The market was broad and active at 
the opening and a good general demand 
was stimulated by the strong tone to the 
cables, and the bullish statistical news. 
Liverpool cables closed 144d to 14d high- 
er, and reports that Hungary is facing 
a very serious crop failure caused an 
advance of 2%c at Budapest: It was 
stated that consistently bad weather in 
Hungary has reduced the yield of wheat 
in that county by a large margin. Ant- 
werp wheat closed unchanged, but the 
small shipments to the Continent, 1,792,- 
000 bu, against 3,208,000 bu last week, 
brought about 1%c higher prices at Ber- 
lin. 

World’s shipments were considerably 
smaller than recently and decreases 
were made both tn the domestic supply 
and in stocks on passage. The buying 
caused by these factors was encouraged 
by the general apprehension about the 
threshing returns, heavy rains being re- 
ported in Nebraska and Minnesota. 
Early advices stated that the advancing 
prices were bringing out very few coun- 
try acceptances, and during the early 
trading offerings were very light. 


The Missouri! State report shows 
a decline of nine points in the condi- 
tion of wheat, the average now being 

75 per cent, which also tended to 
strengthen the demand. Prices opened 
firm, scored a good advance, and after 
a partial reaction and some show of 
nervousness, again strengthened and 
moved up to largely maser levels.

Chicago Leads With 13, Cleve- 
land Next With 10 and 
New York Is Third. 





CHICAGO, July 6.—Seventy two dead 
and 2,736 injured are the second day to- 
tals of the accidents attending the cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July in the 
United States. This breaks ‘all records 
for deaths since 1899. 

The number of deaths this year re- 
ported up to this morning is thirteen 
more than at the same time last year. 
In 1905 fifty-nine. were dead at the same 
hour: The number of injuries, however, 
is only two thirds of the average for 
the past five years. This is regarded as 
an indication that the agitation for a 
gane Fourth is having its effect. 

This year’s fire loss is $535,435, which 
is above the average of the past ten 
years. 7 

Fourth of July celebrations in Chi- 
cago have cost sixty lives to date, 
while the severely injured number 2,099 
The death list this year is thirteen, be- 
ing six more than reported in New York 
City. Cleveland reports ten fatalities, 
so that New York has third place. 

Five of the Chicago deaths and three 
in Philadelphia were caused by ‘“‘Knali- 
fix,”’ the new German independence day 
novelty. 

Seven of the deaths in Cleveland were 
due to a fire in a fireworks store, and 
one death in Butte, Mont., two in Can- 
nonsburg, Pa., one in Pittsburg and two 
in Rice Lake, Wis., were the result of 
premature explosions.

FOURTH OF JULY NOISE 
CAUSES MAN TO DIE OF 
IMAGINARY POISONING 


Chicago Physicians Say Neriza’s 
Death Resulted From Self- 


Hypnotism. 

CHICAGO, July 6.—Suffering all the 
agony, physical and mental, and exhib- 
iting many of the symptoms that ac- 
company death by poisoning, John Ne- 
riza died yesterday, the victim of hal- 
lucination and auto-suggestions. It is, 
believed his condition resulted from 


worry because of Fourth of July noise. 

Attending physicians found no trace 
of poison in their éxamination of Ne- 
riza. Members of his family declare 
that he had eaten nothing that might 
cause his condition, but the efforts of 
physicians to assure him that he was 
not poisoned were fritile and he passed 
into a comatose condition and died aft- 
er hours of acute suffering. 

The case puzzled physicians of the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital staff and 
many of them will attend the inquest, 
while allenists also will be present to 
explain the cause of Neriza’s death. 

A weak mental state is believed to be 
responsible for the self-hypnotism. It 
Was asserted by several physicians that 
scores of deaths occur annually in ev- 
ery large city from such conditions.

CONVICT NOW IN PRISON IS 


NOMINATED FOR PRESIDENT 


a. 
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Socialist-Labor Party Names Martin B. Preston 
of Nevada.to Oppose Taft—Serving 
15-Year Term. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 6-—The twenty- 


three delegates to the National Conven- 
tion of the Socialist Labor party nomi- 
nated last night for President of the 
United States Martin R. Preston of Ne- 
vada, who is serving a sentence of % 
years in the Nevada State Prison for 
having shot and killed a restaurant 
keeper, Anton Silva, a little more than 
a year ago. 

The nomination was unanimous and 
was made regardless of the fact that a 
convict hag no civil rights. 

“This is the first time in the history 
of Socialism that a man in such cir- 
cumstances has been nominated,’ said 
Prof. Daniel C. De Leon, “and it should 
bring to him the votes of honest-think- 
ing workingmen. He will undoubtedly 
be seated if elected.”’ 

The nomination was made in Arling- 
ton Hall, 19 St. Mark’s place, where the 
National Convention of the party has 
been meeting since Thursday. Preston 
was put in nominatien by De Leon, who 
said that Preston was an honest work- 
ingman, who had proved his worth to 
hig party and was now in jail ‘‘for con- 
duct that is honorable and of which no 
workingman should be ashamed.” He 
went on to say that there was a strike 





in Goldfield, Nev. Preston’ was a 
picket. 

‘There was also a strike within a 
strike,” said DeLeon. “A man named 
Silva kept a restaurant in that place 
and had girls for waitresses. You all 
know that, in a place like Goldfield, 
that means an entirely different busi- 
ness than it does in a big city. One of 
these girls refused to do as her em- 
ployer insisted she should do and she 
was discharged without her week’s 
salary. When the Socialist Labor party 
heard of this they tried to get the girls 
who were left in his employ to leave 
him. In this they were partially suc- 


cessful. 


“Preston had done effective work in 
getting citizens of Goldfield to keep 


away from the restaurant and one day 


Silva, enraged, came out of his restau- 
rant and put a gun in Preston’s face. 


‘Preston pulled out his gun and shot 


Silva dead, and did well to do so. Pres- 
ton was tried and found guilty and 
sentenced to jail for 25 years.”’ 

Mr. DeLeon said that he knew that 
Preston was not of the constitutional 
age but that it make no difference. 
“Constitutions are for the people and 
not the people for the constitutions,” 
he said. 


40,000 MEN RETURN TO WORK 
AT THE CARNEGIE MILLS 


Shertage of “Help” Reported in 
Mining and Coke District 


Near Pittsburg. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Suly 8&—When the 
whistle blew at the Carnegie mills 40,- 
000 men answered for work today. Not 
only the Carnegie, but many other mills 
resumed full time. 

In the mining and coke districts sev- 
eral thousand men returned to labor. 
A remarkable condition exists in these 
districts. There is actually a short- 


age of workmen and operations are be- 
ing hampered ‘by inability to obtain 
sufficient men. Hundreds of foreigners 
went home last winter and tlifis has 
resulted in a great shortage of tn- 
skilled labor. 

That | railroads are feeling the re- 
sumption \of business is evidenced by 
the fact that all the lines making Pitts- 
burg their headquarters have ordered 
repair shops on double time. This sud- 
den return of prosperity has caught 
many of the roads short of cars, and 
a big demand for them is expected when 
the crops start to move this fall. .
